REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School Listrict of Stratham, 
yeas & 


I take pleasure in submitting to you herewith my fourth annual 
report as superintendent of our schools. 

The activities of teachers and superintendent during the school 
year which ended in June 1922 were mainly concerned with find- 
ing the weak spots in our work by means of standardized tests, 
and planning the best means of strengthening them. Reading, 
writing, spelling, and arithmetic were the subjects which received 
most attention. Sometimes the remedy was more or better drill, 
sometimes more frequent classes, sometimes a different type of 
text-book work. The tests were repeated at the end of the year 
and the results showed clear gains. The schools should be so 
efficient that the best talents of each pupil would receive complete 
development. We worked to that end throughout the year. The 
tables hereto appended will give statistical information which 
will be found to be of interest. The regularity of School Board 
meetings last year together with the businesslike procedure make 
for the good of the schools. 

With the advent of the present year, in July, repairs were begun, 
viz, painting at the Stratham Hill School and work on lighting 
and heating at the Ridge School. The former work added greatly 
to the appearance of the schoolhouse, and from the standpoint 
of building care, was timely. The latter work results a well lighted 
building much better heated than formerly and, I believe, at less 
cost. 

The district is to be congratulated on two policies adopted by 
ihe School Board first, the employment of teachers trained in 
normal srhool or with similar qualifications, and second, a regular 
session each month of the School Board at the Town Hall, to which 
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all parents and citizens are invited to bring any matter with which 
they are concerned and at which the superintendent makes a 
monthly report. 

We started this year with normal school trained and experienced 
teachers in each school. Miss Johnson’s early sickness and with- 
drawal is a matter of regret. We have moved so far this year, 
in spite of much bad weather, toward the same end as last year, 
that is, helping each pupil, by as good teaching and supervision 
as we are capable of, to get all the school has for him. Only two 
pupils signified any desire in September of this year to take any 
sort of Junior High School work with the expectation of going to 
Robinson Seminary seventh grade at the beginning of the spring 
term. The work of Mrs. Coombs, our supervisor of music, de- 
serves praise. All the schools show that it is greatly worth while 
and in one or two the progress of the pupils has been remarkable. 
With the coming of spring she will finish her lessons. Mean- 
while the teachers are working with outlines as suggested. I 
hope the work can be extended next year. 

At the request of the special committee appointed last March 
to survey the school situation and to consider consolidation, I 
have prepared and submitted some comparisons and estimates 
of maintenance cost of certain types of schools. I have also pre- 
pared and submitted a map of the town, showing roads and dis- 
tances. As a result of these and other studies, I have come to this 
opinion about a consolidation of schools in Stratham: consolidation 
would undoubtedly bring greater efficiency of work for each teacher 
and pupil, it would eliminate a good deal of difficult travel to Exeter, 
the financial burden of maintenance of schools on the district 
would be practically no greater than now. While transportation 
in such weather as this winter brings us would be exceedingly 
bothersome, I believe that, year in and year out, it would be feasible. 
The cost of a new building or a remodelled building seems forbidding ; 
in fact the committee may find that it is entirely beyond con- 
sideration, but in the interests of all school children of Stratham 
I bespeak your fullest consideration of the question in all phases. 

With deep appreciation of the support given me by the School 
Board, teachers and community, this report is
